It is the general opinion of the clerical and 
lay members of the Synod that if a division 
is to take place it is better that it should 
be on the lines suggested, rather than creat- 
jing a separate diocese for the city of Belfast. 
li is felt that it would be better to have 
portion of Belfast linked with the rural area 
in each diocese, as is ge by the 
Representative Church y and approved 
by the Diocesan Council. 


DIVISION OF OPINION. 
There is, however, considerable division of 
opinion in the diocese as to the wisdom -of 
allocating such a large sum of the general 
funds ot the Church to the creation of a 
new diocese at the present time, when there 
are so many pressing reqirements to meet 
in the demands of the rapidly growing 
Church population in Belfast and vicinity. At 
the last census the Charch of Ireland popula- 
lion in the North showed a more rapid 
increase than that of any other denomination, 
and there is now concentrated in the United 
Diocese of Down and Connor and Dromore 
almost half of the Church population in 
Ireland. This has led to a demand, par- 
ticularly in Belfast, for more churches, clergy, 
parochial halls and rectories if the Church 
is to keep pace with the growth of, its 
population. 
ihe view is expressed by members of the 
Synod that while the creation of a new 
bishopric would relieve the present bishop-— 
who has the oversight at present of a popula- 
tion 
bishops of the Church—the proposal itself 
will not solve the pressing needs in Belfast 
and district. The problem in Belfast is not 
merely Belfast’s problem, but a problem for 
the whole Church, as it has largely been 
brought about by the drift to Hast of 
Church of Ireland people from other dioceses. 


AGAINST THE SCHEME. 

The views of this section of the Synod will 
be voiced by the Rev. Canon Clarke, who 
will submit the following motion: ‘* That 
this Synod expresses its grateful thanks for 
the generous proposal of the Representative 
Church Body, but regrets that in the pre- 
vailing conditions and circumstances it eannet 
approve of the scheme put forward by the 
Council.” 

One prominent member of the Synod with 
whom I discussed the matter said :--‘‘ All 
the members of the Synod of the Diocese of 
Down and Connor and Dromore appreciate 
the generosity of the offer made by the Repre- 
sentative Church Body. They recognise the 
difficulty of re-orgenising the dioceses in Ire- 


land to enalle the resources of the Church to ”

PROPOSED NEW FUND. .. . 
At the Synod meeting on Tuesday, he added," 
a resolution would be submitted by the Very 
Rev. the Dean of Down to request ‘the 
Diocesan Council to nominate a committee to 
consider the best way to celebrate the 1,500th 
anniversary of the landing of St. Patrick as 
a Christian missionary in this country, and to 
co-operate with an All-Ireland Committee 
for that purpose.

So great has been the demand for ticket 
that the Minor Hall has been provisionally 
reserved for an overflow meeting. The Lord 
Bishop will preside at 8 o’clock. The chief 
speaker will be Miss Knight-Bruce, who is well 
known in Church circles in England. Her 
subject will be “The Need of the World 
To-day.”’

MCusicians and ACemory. 


My note on the part that memory plays 
in the speeches of Jeading politicians 
brings from a correspondent a suggestion 
that many leading mus.cians have dis- 
played an almost miraculous gift of 
tnemorising. 

Mozart had a wonderful memory. His 
overture to “ Don Giovanni ” was written 

o ; on the night be- 
fore the first public 
performance, which 
may be put down as 
a feat of memory, is 
he almost certainly 
had the details 
already planned in 
his mind. Another 
instance was his 
memorising 
whole of the famous 
Miserere after hear- 
ing it once only 
in the Sistine 
Chapel at Rome. At 
this time he was only 
14 years of age. He was, however, 
probably surpassed in his power of 
memory by Mecnaelssohn, who hardly ever 
used a score fur his performances, Once 
when rehearsing without the score a 
chorus from Bach’s St. Matthew Passion, 
he called out at one point: ‘‘ Please note 
that at the 23rd bar the sopranos have C, 
and not C sharp.’’ 

Schubert, again, was almost equally 

gifted. His “ Erl King,” one of the most 
famous songs in the whole realm of music, 
was thought out in his mind, and repro- 
duced on paper in the space of a few 
hours, 
_ Memorising, indeed, seems to be a 
Special faculty of the musical world, and 
even among the lower ranks of conductors 
and executants many can retain in mind 
very long and intricate compositions after 
only one hearing. 


Ghe Scotsmen’s Revenge. 


To Dr. Johnson is often given the 
credit of starting the stream of 
jibes against Scotsmen that still flows 
merrily on. When asked on one occasion 
whether he would not admit that Edin- 
burgh had noble prospects, his famous 
retort: ‘‘Sir, Lapland has noble 
prospects, Finland has noble prospects, 
but let me tell you, Sir, that the noblest 
prospect a Scotsman ever sees is the high 
road that leads him to England,” was 
certainly inspired by the action of Lord 
Bute, Home Secretary of the period, who 
hailed from Scotland, and appointed 
many of his countrymen to important 
official. positions. Two, distinguished 
Scotsmen, however, had a neat revenge on 
Johnson. Shortly after he had received 
his pension from the Government, he was 
at a gathering where these two gentlemen 
were present, and a somewhat acrimonious 
discussion on literature ensued, The 
doctor asserted, rather dogmatically, that 
no Scotsman then living had éver written 
a line worth reading. ‘‘ What about Lord 
Bute ?’’ quietly asked one of the Scottish 
gentlemen. ‘‘ Bute!’’ said Johnson, “I 
was not aware that he had ever written 
anything.” ‘‘Oh yes,” said the other 
Scotsman, ‘‘he wrote one line of the very 
highest importance.” “ What line was 
that, Sir?” inquired the doctor. “ My 
friend and I would refer you, Sir,” said 
the first gentleman, ‘‘ to the line which 
Lord Bute wrote when he made the order 
for your pension.’’ The company rocked 
with laughter, and Johnson, for once, 
was threwn into utter confusion, and 
could only mumble: “' , Sir, I grant 
you, that was a very fine line indeed.”’

Early Winter Signs. 


Winter, cold and cheerless, is in the 
air.

An 
almost utter lack of “ flora and fauna,” 
few blackberries and virtually no mush- 
rooms were seen or even heard of during 
that month. Already, in October, T see 
the hardy winter-flowering Jaurestinus 
in full bloom in suburban gardens. The 
Floral Calendar gives its proper flowering 
time as January lst—nearly three months 
later. The yellow winter jessamine is 
already beginning to flower now in many 
gardens, though it is a cheery winter 
visitant which does not usually come until 
near Christmas. 


Virgil. 


The bi-millenary celebrations of Virgil 
have sent many a middle-aged man back 
to the dog-eared text-books from which 
through his laborious schoolboy’s con- 
strue he once managed to catch a little of 
the thrill of that poet who is at once the 
most literary of the ancients and the 
nearest to the soi]. An Irish farmer could 
almost house-keep by the rules of the 
Georgics, and, certainly, if he read them, 
he must often start in amazement to 
recognise a scene or action painted in one 
of those inimitable vignettes as one in 
which himself has part. Re-reading the 
Sixth Atneid, I was struck again by the 
poet’s pictorial power, the Grand Guignol 
effect, for example, of the hooked hands 
of Palinurus emerging from the wave to 
clutch the jutting rock, or the portrait 
of Charon, which conjures a gaunt figure 
of squalor, such as might emerge from 
n Dublin slnm. The fall of autumnal 
leaves driven by the recent gales, the 
flight of migrating birds seen any day 
now from the window, are exquisitely 
captured in the wistful hexameters that 
number the dead souls waiting their 
passage. It is held that the Mantuan was 
a Celt, and certain it is that none has so 
combined as have the Celts, and that in a 
single vision, a picture of ruthless realism 
and a gesture that stretches out to worlds 
beyond, 


Old Gunboots. 


The news that a diver has been out to 
inspect a gunboat which was sunk off 
Waterford Port during the Great War re- 
minds me that two similar small vessels 
of war lie at present on the mud flats in 
Cork Harbour. They have many times 
excited the interest of tourists and 
travellers to Queenstown, and I am told 
that credulous Americans have been 
‘“* spoofed ” by tales that the boats were 
disabled in the river and the crews taken 
captive. The true story is that after the 
war the Admiralty found a number of 
these ships on their hands, and were pe 
pared to sell them at very low price. Two 
well-known Cork men bought one each, 
intending to convert them into pleasure 
boats, but found that they were too costly 
to run. They were then hauled up on the 
banks and left there derelict. A good 
story is told about one of the boats. The 
new owner spent a deal of money m 
having an almost new engine installed, 
and one evening anchored the craft along- 
side one of the city wharfs. The next 
morning it had disappeared, and soon 
local rnmour had it that the Germans had 
stolen it to start another war. Later, 
however, it was found lying at the bottom 
of the Lee. It was refloated, and brought 
to where it now lies. 


owners. e blame for the riots was 
variously given to French revolutionaries, 
and to William Cobbett, and the dis- 
turbances were not suppressed until 
November, 1830. In their book, ‘‘ The 
Village Labourer,” the Hammonds say: 
'“ For these riots, apart from the cases of 
arson, for which six men or boys were 
hung, aristocratic justice exacted threo 
lives, and the transportation of four 
hundred and fifty-seven men and boys, in 
addition to the imprisonment of about 
four hundred at home.’’

SHOULD IT BE MADE 


COMPULSORY? 


‘That voting in the Free State should be 
made compulsory ” was the motion discussed 
at a meeting of the Technical Students’ 
Literary and Debating Society, held at the 
Technical SchooJs, 18 Parnell square, Dublin, 
last Saturday night. 

Introducing the motion, Mr. B, O'Gorman 
said that it was a great shame that nearly 
50 per cent of the electorate failed to record 
their votes at parliamentary and municipal 
elections in Ireland. He urged the intro- 
duction of compulsory voting as the only 
remedy for this apathy, 

Moving the negative, Mr. Hubert E. 
O'Toole said that every citizen should take 
an active interest in the affairs of the com- 
munity, but compulsory voting would not 
make apathetic people better citizens. 

Miss P. Carr,,speaking in favour of the 
motion, said that compulsory voting should 
be introduced, so as to prevent the State 
getting into the hands of political adven- 
turers. 

Mr. Feadar T. Sheridan declared that the 
apathy of the electors was to be very much 
regretted, but compulsory voting was the 
ee of all freedom. Numbers of people 
failed to record their votes because candidates 
representing their particular views on 
national, economic, or other affairs, were not 
in the field. Conscripts made very bad 
soldiers, and those compelled to vote under 
compulsion would be and indifferent 
voters and citizens i . 

Mr. Butler, F.C.R.A., said that great 
numbers of people failed to exercise the 
franchise because there were no great out- 
standing national leaders to-day. 

Mr. . er Nolan said te rad cost; of 
making voting compulsory wo hibi- 
tive, and the vey ome to bene by it 
would be those directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the administration of law.

since it has two sets of tram dines and is 
at the moment a difficult street to nego- 
tiate. Shopkeepers in the proposed one- 
way streets already are suggesting that 
such a change might mean loss of trade to 
them. However, it is clear that the Cor- 
poration must take some steps to relieve 
the congestion in the narrower streets, and 
the one-way traffic idea is the best that 
has been put forward as yet.

Dr. nard Abrahamson, the President- 
elect, read a paper on diseases of the heart 
in the course ot which he referred to recent 
research work in various directions. 

THE GREATEST CAUSE OF MORTALITY. 

Dr. F. W. Price, London, proposed a vote 
of thanks to the President-elect and congratu- 
lated him on his appointment to the position 
and also congratulated the association on its 
choice. Dr, Price then spoke in a compli- 
mentary manner of the paper, and dwelt upon 
the importance of the subject and the t 
advance made in the last twenty or thirty 
years. This advance was not even yet 
suthciently realised. 

The greatest cause of mortality in Great 
Britain—he could not speak for Ireland-- 
was disease of the heart, and this was cer- 
tainly so if they included arterial diseases. 
Moreover, heart disease was increasing, and 
ho was of the opinion that it was primarily 
due to the strain and st of modern life. 

At the close of his remarks he made com- 
rlimentary reference to Trinity College, and 
said that he had met many Trinity College 
mer in England, and they were among the 
best types of men that he had ever met. He 
expressed. the my that they would continue 
to come to pe and, and also that for all 
time Trinity College would continue to have 
ths same opportunities for teaching as it: 
had had in the past. ; 

THE VALUE OF RESEARCH. 

Seconding the vote of thanks, Professor 
Ilenry Moore, M.D., D.Sc., said :-—All the 
great advances made in medicine in the Jast 
decade are due to research, and great hgs 
heen the resulting gain in increased length 
oc life, better health and diminished suffering. 
New, while we in Dublin are amongst the 
first to introduce into our hospitals any new 
advances in the diagnosis and treatment of 
disease, it is a melancholy fact that, of all 
the great discoveries made in _ clinical 
medicine in the last decade, not one of any 
magnitude has come from this country. This 
state of things is unsatisfactory by contrast 
with the past, because in former days the 
names of Graves, and Corrigan, and Stokes, 
all Dublin physicians, were known the medical 
world over, by virtue of their discoveries 
and their additions to knowledge. So true is 
this that 1 have recently seen in a journal 
called “ Science,” the school of their times 
alluded to as '“the great Dublin school.” 

Now, there is scarcely any country of im- 
portance to-day, save our own, that is noi 
engaged in organised research in clinical 
medicine, in the endeavour to learn more 
ahout disease and to perfect its treatment (to 
the gain of the sufferers). The winning of 
a place amongst the free nations of the 
world of to-day brings with it certain moral 
responsibilities, 8nd I suggest that the 
organised study of disease is one of them. 
We in this country are not pulling our 
weight in this matter; we are willing to 
await the results of efforts made in this 
direction outside our shores, and to use them 
for ourselves without giving anything. in 
return. 

A SUGGESTION. 

No doubt, research is expensive, but it 
payg in the long run. It is expensive be- 
cause of the salaries necessary for suitably 
trained workers, and because of the elaborate 
equipment required for its performance. It 
should be undertaken by the hospitals, and 
not alone by medical school : laboratories, 
because it is in hospitals that disease is 
seen in its natural state—laboratories have 
only a very indirect connection with disease, 
except when they are attached to hospitals. 
‘The usual excuse given for the lack of re- 
search on disease is the expense involved. ] 
have a suggestion to make in this “regard. 
I understand that from the hospital sweep 

' about £30,000 may become available for the 
hospitals concerned. If 5 per cent. of this 
sum were earmarked per annium to finance 
studies directed towards the discovery of 
better methods for the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of disease, a sum should be available 
sufficient to establish some positions directed 
towards this end, 

This need only be a beginning; for 1 
understand that it is expected that the 
sweeps will yield still larger sums as time 
goes: on. 1 merely make the suggestion— 
others may consider the mechanism of 
putting it into operation. At any rate, we 
should remember that every important 
country in the world to-day, except our own, 
14 concerned in research on disease, and that 
our omission from this work is most unsatis- 
factory for more than one reason. It is 
recognised everywhere that it is the duty of 
our teaching hospitals, not only to impart 
knowledge, but to gain new knowledge. The 
latter function is at present to a great extent 


neglected. 
CLINICAL MEDICINE. 

Another function of our hospitals and 
medical schools is the teaching of clinical 
medicine to the doctors of the future, and 
of recent advances to practitioners through- 
out the country in post-graduate courses. 
This function is active and efficient at pre- 
sent, but, as a teacher, I think its work- 
ings are capable of some improvement. The 
Dublin method of teaching students has one 
unique and invaluable characteristic—the 
system of bringi the student into resi- 
dence in hospi or six months in one of 
his last year’s of preparation for his final 
examination. Apart from this special 
ot residence, one would like to see more 
co-ordination in clinical teaching, without, 
however, sacrificing individuality for too 
much standardisation.

worked out at 280 to 300 acres, more under 
apples in County Cork at present than 
eighteen years ago. ‘This meant about a 
thousand tons more of the fruit being pro- 
duced. Growers complained that there was 
either no market or a bad market. Such a 
complaint was not justified in face of the fact 
that County Cork imported about £200,000 
worth of apples. They had simply lost their 
market to more enterprising people. ‘I'he 
fault lay in the great lack of cultural opera- 
tions, such as the spraying of the trees. ‘I'he 
foreign growers catered for the consumer by 
making the fruit as attractive as possible. 
The Irish grower should concentrate on pro- 
ducing a cleaner crop, and putting it on the 
market in an equally attractiv> manner. — 

Mr. P. Bradley proposed that a Fruit- 
Growers’ Association be formed for County 
Cork. The material was there, he said, and 
all that was required was the proper co- 
operative effort as regards marketing. 

Mr. Donovan, seconding the proposal, con- 
tended that the only way to combat the 
foreign growers was to put a tax on them. 

The proposal to form an association was 
adopted unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. J. Barrett, seconded 
by Mr. Lehane, Mr. George Logan was 
elected chairman of the association, Mr.

DUKE OF GLOUCESTER IN 
SOMALILAND. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ADEN, Sunday. 

As the P. and O. liner Ranpura steamed 
into the outer harbour this morning, with 
the Duke of Gloucester and his suite on 
board, the guns of His Majesty’s ships 
Effingham and Dahlia, supported by the 
shore batteries, boomed forth a salute. At 
8 a.m. the Ranpura dropped anchor, and a 
multitude of flags fluttered from her mast- 
heads in answer to the gay display of all 
the other ships in the harbour. 

Rear-Admiral Fullerton, Commander-in- 
Chief East Indies ; Colonel Reilly, Acting 
British Resident at Aden, and Group- 
Captain Maclean, of the Aden Command, 
boarded the liner an hour later and were 
received by the Duke of Gloucester on the 
the bridge. His. Royal Highness was 
wearing, white 4ummer uniform, with the 
ribbon of the Order of the Garter. 

At 9.40 a.m. the Duke transferred to the 
cruiser Effingham, being greeted with 
another salute from her guns as he left the 
liner. At 10.20 the Effingham sailed out 
into a calm sea, whose waters sparkled 
gaily under the glorious blue sky, on her 
way to Jibuti (French Somaliland), 
whence her Royal peer will proceed 
by train to Addis Abeba for the coronation 
of the Emperor of Ethiopia. 

LANDING AT JIBUTI.

JIBUZTI, Sunday. 

When the cruiser Effingham, with the 
Duke of Gloucester on board, entered the 
harbour this afternoon the French yacht 
Diana fired a Royal salute. The Britich 
Minister, Sir Sydney Barton, accompanied 
by the British Vice-Consul at Jibuti, im- 
mediately left the pier to greet His Royal 
Highness and his party on board. Sir 
he agsu Barton will dine with the Duke on 
board the cruiser, and will disembark at 
9.30 to catch the train leaving at 10 p.m.

of public functions. That report, however, 
was promptly contradicted by Mr. Hogan, 
which proved that he was as indifferent to 
‘home affairs as ever. There was no.reason 
for importing butter into the twenty-six 
counties, as double the quantity consumed was 
produced. The sooner State action to prevent 
it was taken the better, as it would ‘help 
dairy farmers to receive a price for milk that 
would pay them for producing it. 

FIANNA FAIL’S METHOD. 

In the first eight months of this year, 
although thé exports of butter were slightly 
in excess of the same period in 1929, the 
rice received was over £120,000 less. Fianna 

ail did not believe that the ; 
method was the most satisfactory way 
of protecting the agricultural industry, or 
excluding. foreign agricultural produce. The 
prohibition or limitation of imports was the 
method: they advocated. In the case of butter 
imports, they considered that there should 
be a complete stoppage. It must nob be 
thought, however, that action in the case of 
imported butter alone would be sufficient to 
get the farmers out of their present plight. 
Fianna Fail advocates the complete prohibi- 
tion, except under Government licence for 
special purposes, of oats, barley, eggs and 
milk, and meat products of all kinds. In 
addition, they believed that State action 
should be taken: to induce the substitution of 
native grain dor imported maize for the feed- 
ing of iive stock, and for the encouragement 
of wheat production bythe provision of a 
guaranteed.:market..and a fixed price. If 
maize must be imported, it should at least 
be ground ‘in the country, and they urged 
the prohibition of the importation of ground 
maize and malt. 

“ EMERGENCY MEASURES.” 

Such a policy, if put into operation now, 
would go a long way to remove the danger 
of conditions next year proving as bad, if not 
worse, than they are now. It would not deal 
with the immediate distress, however, to pre- 
vent which special emergency measurés might 
be necessary. The collapse in prices of agri- 
cultural goods, and the immediate depression 
it had produced here, revealed the weakness 
of their economic system. So long as they 
were dependent on the sale of agricultural 
produce only .in the world’s market their 
livelihood would remain at the: mercy of 
forces outside their control. They must 
try to balance their economy by the 
development of industry through pro- 
tection. There were now 30, persons 
employed in England and elsewhere pro- 
ducing manufactured goods for sale in the 
Free State in competition with their own 
products, and it would be of greater import- 
ance to Irish farmers that these 30,000 
persons should be employed in Ireland. The 
home market for their own farm produce 
could be doubled in value, and it was, the 
only market of which they could be certain 
at all times. The present, Government were 
obsessed with the importance’ of external 
trade, and could not see the obvious solution 
before their eyes. For that reason they must 
be removed from office.

THE REV. A. GUDANSKY’S 
VIEWS. 


At the Adelaide road synagogue last 
Saturday the Rev. A. Gudansky, senior 
minister of the Dublin Hebrew congrega- 
tion, made an appeal ‘on behalf of the 
Palestine Foundation Fund. He character- 
ised the British Government’s statement 
of policy im regard to Palestine as a 
flagrant and shameful betrayal of a great 
and sacred trust and a staggering blow to 
British honour and integrity. It was 
because Great Britain i herself to 
safeguard the prestige of Belgium as an 
independent State, he said, that she em- 
barked on a life and death struggle which 
cost her thousands of lives and millions of 
pounds. Surely the Balfour Declaration 
concerning the establishment of a national 
home for the Jewish people on its own 
sacred soil is no less grave and solemn a 
pledge than the one given to Belgium, 
especially wh  : the Declaration was 
approved and supported by almost every 
civilised nation in the world, and avowed 
and adhered to by Great Britain’s own 
successive Governments. But the Jewish 
people will not be discouraged by this. set- 
back. It has not lost faith in the British 
people, though its honour has been so 
terribly besmirched by its present Govern- 
ment.. It has not lost faith in the justice 


‘and fairness. of a civilised world, and, 


above all, its faith in its Heavenly Re- 
deemer gives i; vitality and strength to 
endure and persevere on the thorny path 
it is treading. “ For the mountains shall 
depart and the hills be removed; but My 
kindness shall not depart from thee, 
neither shall the covenant of My peace 
be removed, saith the Lord. that hath 
mercy on thee.”’—(Isaiah, cap. liv., 55). 


NO NEW PRINCIPLES. 


POSITION CLARIFIED, 

Rabbi Dr. Israel Mattuck, speaking 
yesterday at the Liberal Jewish Syna- 
gogue, St. John’s Wood, London, on the 
new British policy in Palestine, said that 
the evil of the position in Palestine had 
been the ambiguity and uncertainty ever 
since the Balfour Declaration. There had 
been no agreement as to its meaning. 
Palestine needed peace, and to secure that 
peace the position needed to be defined 
and clarified. The new statement of 
British policy was an attempt to put cer- 
tainty in the place of uncertainty. It 
contained no new principles, but a clari- 
fied and stricter application of older prin- 
ciples. . 

His chieí criticism oí the White Paper 
was that it gave the impression that where 
there was an incompatibility of economic 
interests, the interests of the Arabs were 
to predominate. If that impression was 
false—and he hoped it was—the Govern- 
ment must clearly say so. 

The Jews’ rights in Palestine were 
based on principles of humanity, and the 
Balfour laration was a gesture of 
humanity. It was an insult to the Jews 
to suggest, as some did, that it was made 
in order to win the support of the Jews 
for the Allies’ cause during the war. In 
England, America, and France hundreds 
of thousands of Jews joined the forces out 
of a spirit of loyalty and national service, 
Jon fore the Balfour Declaration was 
ew and hundreds of Jews had given 
their lives on the battlefields of Europe 
for the countries they loved.

THE OUTLOOK, 

While it is still necessary to keep a watchful | 
eve on New York, where the underlying con- 
ditions are far form satisfactory, the Stock 
markets show distinct signs of recuperation, 
and it is possible to take a more optimistic 
view of the outlook.
